RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT; 

The Examiner has required election among the following species: 

Species Al: Figures 1-4 (claims 1-3); 

Species A2: Figure 5 (claims 4 & 5); 

Species A3: Figure 6 (claims 6 and 7); 

Species A4: Figure 7 (claims 8 and 9); 

Species A5: Figure 8 (claims 10-12 & 14); 

Species A6: Figure 9 (claims 13 & 15); and 

Species A7: Figure 10 (claim 16) 



In response, the Applicant elects Species Al (Figures 1-4, claims 1-3), but 
traverses the Examiner's finding that no claims are generic and argue that claims 17-22 are 
generic. 



REMARKS 

This is a response to the election of a species requirement. The Applicant has 
made the election with traverse.
